2) ...marriage, job and God's looking around saying "Where 
is the sift!" Peter left the door wide open for a sift to over 
take him. 


1) ...left the gate wide open for the sift, thank God the Lord 
Jesus is interceding at the right hand of the father for me. 
Hebrews 7:25 Wherefore he is able also to save them to 
the uttermost that come unto God by him, seeing he ever 
liveth to make intercession for them. 

2) ...when their sift comes there is no intercession through 
Christ and they are blown to the wind. Remember: John 
17:9 I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but for 
them which thou hast given me; for they are thine. Their 
faith in statues, candles, water, and wafers is not 
anchored to the intercession of Christ. My faith is easily 
sifted and faith on my own would put me in hell. But my 
faith tied to Christ's intercession is enough to see me 
through the sift and place me on the streets of Gold! 
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1) 1 Peter 5:8-9 Be sober, be vigilant; because your 
adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, 
seeking whom he may devour: Whom resist stedfast in 
the faith...
